But to the 
educator of the deaf, it is only a 
part of the obligation imposed Upon 
the school. The deaf child may or 

. not become practically a 
cess at speech and lip reading, but 
he or she must l>e successful in 
obtaining a careful cultivation of the 
moral sense, the formation of ; 
habits, the acquisition of considera- 
ble fundamental knowledge, a train- 
ed dexterity and skill and corn- 
mental comprehension of some trade, 
and a spirit of self-reliance ; all of 
which combine to make honored and 
self-supporting and profitable mem- 
bers of any community wherein 
their lot may be cast.

■peaking people, In trying to carry 
on a written conversation with a 

half grown deaf boy, will often ex 
lorprise at his meagre know- 
ledge of language, when the boy haH 

probably been at school three or 

four sessions — that is, has had 
hardly as great ad vantages as an 
ordinary child four years of age. 

A child possessed of bearing and 
speech knows the, names oT all 
familiar objects, and has accumu- 
lated a very -extensive vocabulary 
before it begins to study the letters 

of the alphabet. A de*f boy fir* 

learns his A, B, C,'i in order that 
he may find out his own name and 
then tbC names of things he has 
seen and h -tndled since infancy j 
and if, when his school days have 
ended, his acquirements measure up 
to the general knowledge of Ibe 
boy who whistles on his way to 
BCDOOl with a spelling book under 
his arm, he has done about as 
much as the average deaf mule 
can do in the tim ■ ordinarily allot- 
ted him ai bis State Institution — Va.
